This de- 
partment of my labor, with the Bible class of 
adult church-members and young converts, is full 
of promise ; the more so, for having recently re- 
ceived a valuable library from the Mass. S. 8. 
Society at Boston. 

Since I came to the West, I have learned 
the power of earlysi ions 26 I had not be- 
fore. These new €9untries are settled by immi- 
grants from the older States. There their char- 
acters were formed—there they received their 
first impressions, Did they come under Univer- 
salist, Unitarian or Infidel principles? Whatev- 
er were their first impressions, like seed in a pro- 
dactive soil, they spring up here, One of my 
congregstions is made up of seven different de- 
nominations; so powerful were their first im- 
pressions, that it is not possible ever to unite 
them into one church. They are united in me 
and will do something for my support, but they 
are “ Associate ” and cling to “ David's 
Psalms "—Epi ns, and hold on to the 
preyer book—Lutherans, &c. In this connection 
I feel like speaking to every parent and Sabbath 
school teacher in the older States, that they edu- 
cate the young mind of every boy or girl, as if 
they knew that he or she was to be the nucleus 
of a church in the West. There is a lady who 
lives not far from this place, who exerts a great- 
er influence in a church than either of its elders. 
She was one of its first members. Whe was her 
teacher in New England? There is a man who 
lives out in the woods who originated on Plymouth 
Rock, and you might know it from what he has 
done. A few such men and women would make 
the “ wilderness rejoice, and the desert blossom as 
the rose.” The ministers, Sabbath school classes 
and parents of New England can furnish them. 

Rev. J. C. Brice says:—I have preached fre- 
quently during the quarter, some days as often as 
four times, and travelling over a great number of 
miles.

MONTHLY CONCERT FOR OCTOBER. 


The usual concert of prayer for missions was 
attended at the Park street church, on Sabbath 
evening last. Rev. Mr. Aiken communicated 
some important information, just received, from 
missions connected with the American Board. 

The British government by its officers, contin- 
tinues to afford protection every where to chris- 
tian missionanes, and is thus conferring lasting 
honor upon the throne of England. A recent in- 
stance of protection has been communicated from 
one of the American missionaries at Erzeroom, 
on the Black Sea. He says, the kind interfer- 
ence of James Brands, Esq., British Consul at 
that place, in making @ representation to the 
Pasha, had been the means of saving his dwelling 
from plunder and rescuing a converted priest, 
who had taken refuge in his house, from public 
violence. . 

Recent letters from the Syrian mission men- 
tioned that Mr. Binns, the agent of an English 
factory at Nicomedia, and a friend to the mis- 
sions, had expressed his apprehension of fresh 
coming persecutions. Another storm, he thought 
was rising there, among our Armenian friends, and 
also at Adabazar. 

There had been a special meeting of Arme- 
nian ecclesiastics and rulers, called by the Greek 
bishop, to devise means for getting rid of the 
missionaries. At Abadazar, several of the re- 
formed Armenians hed been recently driven 
from their houses, and their business had been 
entirely interrupted, and the house of the new 
evangelical pastor, at Constantinople, had been 
stoned two or three times. 

Rev. Mr. Dwight hed recently visited Trebi- 
zond, to assist the evangelical party there in form- 
ing a new church, making four reformed churches

Dr. Philip, who is well known by report among 
christians in America, is a very patriarchal, good 
man, and has lived down no smal! amount of cal- 
umny and persecution. Only a few days ago, one 
of the newspapers in this place published an arti- 
cle gravely charging him with smuggling arms 
and ammunition into the country of the Koffirs, to 
assist them in carrying on the war against the 
English. Among candid people such palpable 
absurdities need no refutation ; but unfortunately 
| there is here as elsewhere a class of persons who 
pew ars, believe and industriously circulate 
any report, however absurd, that may blacken the 
fair fame of their neighbors ; and this slander will 
not prove entirely powerless on the class of read- 
ers for whom it was intended. The Dr. was for- 
merly settled in Scotland, his native country, but 
has been in this colony twenty-seven years.

He 
was out in the vicinity of a lumber yard, in com- 
pany with a lawyer, when they discovered between 
two piles of boards, with a snug covering over 
their heads, a half dozen boys, playing at cards, 
with a bottle by their side. Others soon joined 
them. They drank and sent for more ; provisions 

| were also brought, and the appearance was as 
though that were their abode. They were from 
12 to 20 years of age. Having lingered about 
undiscovered long enough to make these observa- 
tions, they left, but with the determination to ap- 
ply the law to this young nest of vice. Is it any 
wonder, asked Mr. H., that so many boys are sent 
to the House of Correction? He aleo stated that 
he had lately visited a house in this city in which 
were 40 families. The sight of one of these was 
revolting. There were five or six children; the 
mother had abandoned a little infant and lay drunk 
in a cellar, and one little child sat on the floor cov- 
ered with vermin. If men’s hearts, said he, were 
where they ought to be, and not in their pockets, 
such things would not be. 

Rev. Mr. Burton said he had been familiar of 
late years, with the lanes and alleys of the city, 
and he had found that the great cause of poverty 
and widowhood was intemperance. He had met 
with one woman that day, begging money to get

We have had a temperance army 
for years, he snid, and their object has been to 
carry the citadel of alcohol ; and why do we hear 
the notes of retreat? L will tell. you why. Thet 
citadel has had a fortification of cotton bags, and a 
victory never can be gained till that fortification ia 
carried. These cotton bags ere the wHoLesate 
peatens. They are above the reach of poverty 
and want. Thousands of men in different parts 
the city are dependent on them, and all the influ- 
ence of wealth and power comes to their support; 
and so they stand between the citadel. and all the 
artillery we can discharge. We must car.y the 
cotton bags. Dr. B. had visited one of the gres, 
Lowell factories, and ss he went from one story to 
another, he was surprised to see how much ma- 
chinery one wheel carned, Now you may demol- 
ish al! those machines, and yet if the wheel is still 
moving, you have only to put in new machinery 
and all is going again.

TEMPERANCE IN MAINE. 


All honor to the State of Maine! She has gone 
ahead even of Massachusetts in legislating against 
the spirit traffic, and yet she professes to have but 
just begun. Wee refer to an act passed by the Leg- 
islature of that State at its recent session, the sub- 
stance of which act we reported some weeks since. 
It is now issued in the form of a printed circular, 
and comprises 26 sections, This circular it is pre- 
sumed, will be widely circulated, and every read- 
er will find on the face of it the following notice. 


Dear Sm:—I have the pleasure to announce to 





its recent session, passed by very large majorities 
the enclosed act to restrain the p Se ietomieat ing 
drinks, 
This is the first instance, I believe, in which the 
nment of a civilized and christian State has 
| declared by statute that there shall not be within 
its borders any traffic in intoxicating liquors, to be 
used as a drink, and that if any such liquors shall 
| be sold for such purpose, under any circumstances, 
| it shall be “against Law ann Equity anp coop 
CONSCIENCE.” 
This law was enacted in answer to the petitions 
| of more than forty thousand of the good people of 
|the State, and constitutes the first blow only, 
which the friends of temperance here, propose to 
strike at the traffic in strong drinks, We regard 
this traffic as the most aggravated offence which 
| can be committed against the community ; inflict- 
ing necessarily and inevitably the greatest mis- 
chiefs upon society; and we propose to continue 
our active efforts against it, until our statutes shal! 
provide penalties for the offence, in some degree 
commensurate with its enormity. 
| We hope the example of the State of Maine, in 
the enactwwent of this law, wi!l very soon be fol- 
lowed by the governments of all our sister States, 
and of every christian nation.

THE LATE STEAMBOAT DISASTER. 


The steamship Great Western, Capt. Mathews, 
from Liverpool, arrived at New York at about noon, 
September 30, bringing 121 passengers. Among 
them were Dr. Beecher and lady, Rev. M. Balch 
and Rev. John Marsh of N. Y. city, Rev. Dr. 
Schmucker, Dr. Mussey, and Rev. Mr. Backus,

| Scott of New Orleans, She had a long passage, 
| having encountered a severe gale, which greatly 
' periled the ship and all on board. The following 
extract from the published statement will give 
some faint idea of the awful scene, from which a 
merciful Providence delivered them. 





To convey an idea of the appearance of all 
around, is out of my power. Inthe words of Sher- 
idan, “the tempest roamed in al! the terror of its 

lory.”. The atmosphere was surcharged with a 
thick spray, rendering a look far out to seaward, 
impossible. The wind howled, roared and bel- 
lowed, like the constant pruteion of ie thunder 
cloud. Huge waves of tremen height and 
volume, rose in mad display around ship, 
threatening every moment to break over us, amid- 
ships and crush the vesse).
